REGISTRATION CHANGE 
FOR CITY ELECTION 
With a more than usually 
interesting city election com ­ 
ing up the first Tuesday in 
April the question has been 
repeatedly asked “What about 
registration?” 
According 
to 
information 
furnished The Standard 
by 
Weber 
Gilmore, 
prosecuting 
attorney, the new registration 
set up provided by the recent­ 
ly enacted law, voters have 
until 
the 
third 
Wednesday 
prior to the election date to 
register if they have not a l­ 
ready done so. There can be 
no more registration of vot­ 
ers on election day. However, 
a registered voter who may 
have moved from the location 
named iii his registration may 
on application to the election 
judges, change the address of 
the registration. 
Hitherto, under the old re­ 
gistration system, the dead­ 
line was two weeks before an 
election. 
i'nder the present law with 
the city election date April 
3 the deadline will be the 
close of office hours on Wed­ 
nesday, March 14. 
Also— until the county re­ 
gistration system is set up and 
in operation voters may regis­ 
ter with the city clerk. 


New Ike Hole lo Bulganin 
To Stress Disarmament 


WASHINGTON UP) — P resi­ 
dent Eisenhower is expected to 
tell Russia that new steps tow ard 
disarm am ent would do m ore to 
ease tensions than a U. S.-Soviet 
m utual friendship treaty. 
The new note, replying to R us­ 
sian 
P rem ier Bulganin's 
second 
otf< r to negotiate a treaty, is to 
be dispatched w ithin the n ex t se­ 
veral days. It was drafted by Ei­ 
senhow er and Secretary of State 
D ulles before Dulles left y ester­ 
day for a 16-duy tour of the F ar 
East. 
I isenhow er 
quickly 
rejected 
B ulganin's first proposal, saying 
am ong other things that such a 
treaty w ould be little m ore than 
a restatem ent of aim s to w hich 
both nations have subscribed in 
the U. N. C harter. 
The Russian Prem ier prom ptly 
renew ed 
his proposal, how ever, 
and invited Eisenhower’s sugges­ 
tions for possible trea ty provi­ 
sions. No form al answ er has yet 
been dispatched to th a t sugges­ 
tion.

Louis and eastern Missouri m ay 
obtain counseling service under 
Public Law 550 at three locations, 
J. F. K elley, m anager of the V et­

regional office, said today. 
Two G uidance 
Centers 
have 
been established for the conven­ 
ience of the veterans, Kelley said. 
One is located in L athrop H all, 
U niversity of M issouri, Columbia, 
Mo., and the other at 3659 W est 
Pine Boulevard, Si. Louis U niver­ 
sity, St. Louis. 
In addition, 
Korean veterans 
may receive counseling .service a t 
the VA Regional Office at

Pine street. 
Kelley pointed out that a VA 
study shows veterans taking ad ­ 
vantage of the counseling service 
have had few er changes in cour­ 
ses, and thus have wasted less 
tim e and m oney than those who 
have not taken advantage of the 
service. 
V eterans should designate w he­ 
ther or not they desire counseling 
when they file their application 
for training. 
There are now , he said, 11,009 
Korean veterans in training from 
St. Louis and th e 62 counties in 
eastern 
M issouri 
under

Law 550. A nother 251 veterans 
are in train in g under Public Law 
894. for the disabled Korean vet­ 
eran. 
There still are about 1000 W orld 
W ar II veterans in training in 
this area, but after the deadline 
on July 25, th ere will be only 
about 40 W orld W ar II veterans 
in training un d er special, separ­ 
ate legislation.

Plan May Give 
Tornado Alert 
KANSAS CITY (ZP) — An ex­ 
perim ental network of 105 pres- 
sure-jum p w arning stations as a 
severe w eather w arning 
system 
w ill 
be established 
throughout 
Kansas, Oklahoma, M issouri, and 
Texas this spring. 
Dr. Morris Topper, of the U. 
S. W eather Bureau in W ashing­ 
ton, disclosed the project here yes­ 
terday at a conference of w eath­ 
erm en. 
Topper said the pressure-jum p 
theory is based on observations 
that a sharp localized jum p in at­ 
mospheric pressure occurs within 
an hour or two before a tornado 
or severe thunderstorm . 
The scientist said a device has 
been developed to indicate when a 
pressure jump occurs by ringing 
a bell. The station observer tele­ 
phones the inform ation to a cen­ 
tral station. 
Among the central 
points to 
receive such pressure jum p re­ 
ports will be the K ansas City and 
Topeka weather bureaus.
